REFLECTS 


The January 3ist election ts a by-election - one 
council seat is at stake, It is to be hoped voters 
won’t think - ‘just a by-election’’, as often seems to 
be the case, judging by previous low percentage vote 
records in such elections, 

By his vote the individual expresses his confidence 
in a candidate's ability to do a job administering his 
community affairs, The {ndividual cannot get off the 
hook by not voting because he hasn’t confidence in 
either candidate, In that case it was his clear res- 
ponsibility to persuade someone who does have his 
confidence to contest the election, 

It should also be clear that the hard way to get 
good town government is to vote {n a group of coun- 
cillors and then petition against many of the decisions 
they make, 

Getting up a petition is a fairly easy task although 
time-consuming, Only 5% or 250 proprietory electors 
are required on a petition to block a by-law, Not too 
tough a job for a group of, say ten persons, Add to 
that the fact that you knock at a given number of doors 
and say to the householder, ‘‘Will you sign a petition 
to lower your taxes,’’(Or a similar statement.) A per- 
centage of people will sign your petition without even 
reading it, Thus a petition may or may not be a fair=— 
estimate of public thanking - particularly tf it contains 
less than 50% of the \ames of the voters involved, The 
fact remains that the council was put in office by the 
public themselves, 

Having elected a group of citizens to council the 
individual has taker only one step, After that he has 
& responsibility to keep himself informed on council 
affairs and his councillors informed of his wishes, 

When he sees a notice pubiished of counctl’s in- 
tention to publish a by-law he can phone one, two or 
all of the councillors and ask each why he feels the 
by-law Ls a good move forthe town, The councillor should 
have a good reason for voting either for or against the 
by-law, and be able to answer any questions the indiv- 
idual may have concerning It, 

Should Interested people make periodic phone calls 
to councillors on the issues of major importance, they 
would get to know more about the thinking of the men 
representing them, and more about the problems of town 
government, (Let us hasten to add we do not agree that 
councillor’s should be constantly bothered at all hours 
about stray dogs or missed garbage pick-up.)

Most of us realize that 
school bus operations cost 
a lot of money, but, also, 
that the Alberta Government 
reimburses the school dis- 
trict for almost all of that 
cost - provided that children 
living within one and one 
half miles of school are not 
claimed for, These students 
are the ‘‘inellgibles’’, 

What most parents andthe 
press do not seem to have 
had clearly explained to 
therm is that the govern- 
ment’s regulations force the 
school district to pay double 
whenever these “ineligible” 
Students are conveyed, Not 
only do ratepayers pay the 
actual cost of bussing but 
the the district must re- 
duce its claim for eligible 
reimbursement as well, 

The confusing result of 
applying the bussing reg- 
ulations ts evident when one 
sees nearly-empty buses 
passing up students trudging 
through snow and cold for 
distances up to 1/499999 
miles, Even more unfair 
is the method of determ- 
ining the ‘‘mile-and-a-half 
line which may give students 
on one side of a street the 
right to ride while the other 
side must walk, Sometimes 
as is the case in Mission 
Park, the one and one half 
mile line excludes the young 
children of a family from 
riding to Mackenzie School 
while thelr older brothers 
and sisters are bussed to 
Paul Kane High School, To 
all Intents and purposes the 
two schools are on one site, 

The Separate School 
Board's existing policy Is 
to provide conveyance to 
students eligible for reim- 
bursement under the Foun- 
dation Program Fund only, 
The result ts: 

1, ineligibility of 1/2 of 
Grandin Park High 
School Students, 

2, ineligibility ofnearly 
all Mission Park Stud- 
ents, 

I have maintained, but not 
prevailed, that the School 
Board Conveyance Policy 
needs review, Why can't we 
start thinking about the chil- 
dren instead of only the reg- 
ulations? If it is considered 
necessary to bus a student 
1,5 miles, then why not his 
next door neighbor or his 
young sister? The difference 
in eligibility may be a fence 
line, or the width of astreet, 
The weather doesn't under- 
stand the difference, and 
neither can I! 

One alternative I suggest 
be looked at is that the 
‘eligibility line "’ be ree 
drawn so that natural bound- 
aries = such as Highway 
No, 2 and the Sturgeon River 
- give a student the right to 
ride, If this were done, then 
Grandin and Mission High 
School students would ride 
as would Mission Park Ele 
mentary and Junior High 
School students, 


In addition to the assemb- 
ling of cars and trucks, the 
General Motors plants at 
Oshawa manufacture bat- 
terles, radiators, mufflers 
and tall pipes, electrical 
wiring assemblies, hood 
panels and fenders and other

We would still have the

It is my pleasure, as reeve of the municipal district, 
to bring you a brief report on the administration of 
our municipality for the year 1967, 

GOVERNMENT GRANTS 

The federal and provincial governments grants al- 
located to our munietpal district for 1967 were: The 
municipal assistance grant was $19,547.25; down a 
little from last year, The federal municipal grant was 
$120,443, tn lleu of taxes on Griesbach and Namao 
Airbase, The public works grant was greatly increased 
on account of the construction on the East Gibbons 
road to the Imperial Oil Plant, at a cost of $327,367, 
The Government pald 75% of the total cost, The con- 
tingency grant was $50,000 and the grant under the 
articles of agreement, $80,231, 

PUBLIC WORKS 

During the year 1967, two new patrols were pur- 
chased, One - 621 caterpillar earth mover, one 
Wagner F,W.D, earth mover and one F.W.D, Wagner 
Compactor, for highway construction, It was found 
hecessary to replace those old track tractors, with 
rubber units so we would be competitive when building 
a higher standard of road, which is a must for today's 
traffie and loads, 

ASSESSMENTS 

The year 1967 has been a good year to the muni- 
cipal district in reference to assessment, It is gratify- 
ing to find that tndustry is contributing a percentage 
of annual taxes and are Increasing from year to 
year, Pipelines alone have an assessment of 33,142, 
360, an Increase of $541,910 ower 1966, It could be 
noted that pipelines do not carry the supplementary 
tax for Education, 

t ts hoped thal legislation will be passed this 
session giving the municipal district the rigtt to 
put the total levy on pipelines, 

Industries are contributing $815,000 of the $963,000 
increase of this year’s assessments, 

The new railway spur line that runs to the Imperial 
Of} Plant has an assessment of $85,000 and the total 
acreage is approximately 160 acres, 

HOS PIT ALIZ ATION 

Under the Alberta hospitals act, a requisition based 
on four milla on the equalized assessment, the muni- 
elpality paid $95,458 into the hospital fund, The Edman- 
ton Auxiliary Hospital requisitioned our municipal 
district for $1,328, The Health Unit services total 
cost was $23,382.26, The Sturgeon General Hospttal 
at St, Albert was set af 2 mills for a total of $37,846.51, 
These hospital costs seem to increase year by year,
